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New Hope Man Shot & Killed 


After Argument With Neighbor ~— 


Mr J. W. Langford, age 54, of the 
New Hope Community, was shot and 
killed last Thursday afternoon following 
a heated argument with a neighbor 
about pigeons damaging a garden crop. 

On Thursday afternoon at 4:51 p.m., 
the Elba Police Department received a 
phone call from Mrs. Huey Ziglar who 
reported her sister and brother-in-law 
had been shot. The police then called 
the Sheriff's Department, and Deputy 
John White headed toward the site of 


_ the shooting. Deputy White arrived at 


the scene at 5:04, followed closely by 
Sheriff Brice Paul, who arrived at 5:10. 

Sheriff Paul reported no one at the 
scene knew exactly what had taken 
place, but that the body of J. W. 
Langford was on the backporch of his 
home, and Mrs. John Henry Bullard 
was shot and was inside her home. 
Sheriff Paul then went inside the 
Bullard home and found Mrs. Bullard in 


the back bedroom with two shots in the 
right hand and one shot in the upper 
right forearm. After determining that 
Mrs. Bullard's wounds were not 
serious, the sheriff asked Mr, Bullard 
what happened. 

Bullard stated he shot ‘J. W.’’ after 
“J. W."' shot at him, and that he used a 
single-barrell shotgun. Mrs. Langford 
told a different story, however, and told 
authorities that ‘‘John Henry (Bullard) 
shot first, then J. W. shot, and then 
John Henry shot a second time and hit 
JAW 


Mrs. Bullard stated her husband 
‘came in the house and said J. W. 
(Langford) had gone to get his gun, and 
that her husband got his gun and went 
outside. They both went to the porch 
and saw J. W, aiming his gun toward 
them."’ Mrs. Bullard said she started to 
go back in the house when she heard a 


shot and felt pain in her hand. She then 
went inside. } 

After hearing reports of the shooting 
from all those involved, the following 
story was pieced together. Mr. 
Langford had kept pigeons for 10 years, 
and no major problems had arisen. Mr. 
Bullard married his wife only one year 
before, and recently became upset over 
Langford's pigeons pulling up the beans 
in his garden. On the day of the 
shooting, the pigeons were in the 
garden and Bullard told Langford he 
wanted the pigeons out of the garden, 
An argument followed, and Bullard said 
he would shoot the pigeons. The 
argument became more heated, and the 
shooting took place. 


The shooting is still under investi- 
gation, but Mr. John Henry Bullard was 
arrested and charged with first degree 
murder and is now out on $20,000 bond.

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SERIOUS 

A lot of peanut producers 
are becoming better ac- 
quainted with late leafspot 
disease in peanuts. This 
disease is already showing 
up.in peanut fields. A lot of 
folks are worried about this 
disease. Why? Late leafspot 
is caused by a different 
organism than early leafspot 
showing up late. It’s not. 

What makes late leafspot 
so costly? The disease 
organism will multiply about 
100 times faster than early 
leafspot. This means if you 
let late leafspot get a 
toehold, you could easily lose 
a big part of your peanut 
crop. 
What's the best way to 
prevent late leafspot? Bravo 
is the only material currently 
recommended by the Exten- 
sion pathologists for the 
control of late leafspot. It is 
extremely important to use a 
fairly high pressure with 
plenty of water so that the 
top side and underside of the 
leaf will be covered. Don’t 
hesitate to spray every seven 
days if you get into a rainy 
situation, 


LAND VALUES 

A lot of people call about 
the price of farm land in the 
county. I don’t have figures 
for the county but the 
average price of farm land 
for the state in February was 
$639 per acre. This was a 
24% increase from February 
of 1979. Louisiana had a 29% 
increase in the past year. An 
average Louisiana acre sold 
for $984, 

Nationwide, farm land 
the past year increased 14% 
--the same percentage in- 
crease as 1978. U. S. average 
was 3640 per acre. New 
Jersey has the highest 
valued farm land with an 
average acre selling for 
$2,400. The average farm 
land in the corn belt is $1,384 
per acre. Illinois is the leader 
at $1,929. In some cases 
prime farm land in Illinois 
has sold for $4,000 per acre. 
Good farm land, whether in 
Coffee County of Illinois, is 
in great demand. 


SIXTY DAYS 

Peanuts have begun their 
critical growth period. , The 
sixty days in July and August 
are very important. Once the 
peanuts start pegging, as 
many of them are beginning 
to do now, rainfall becomes 
more important. To make a 
high yield, peanuts need to 
have adequate rainfall in 
July and August. Once they 
start blooming and pegging, 
we like to get an inch or two 


every week, 
Earlier in the summer 
national forecasters  pre- 


dicted a cooler and wetter 
summer for the Southeast. I 
hope it happens, This will be 
ideal for peanuts, soybeans, 
late planted corn, pastures 
and gardens. Of course, 
people will welcome cooler 
weather, too. 


CAUTION 

Folks producing hay for 
cattle and horses are re- 
minded that nitrates may 
accumulate in hay crops 
during periods of low soil 
moisture and high tempera- 
tures, The accumulation of 
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these toxic nitrates in hay 
crops is favored by heavy 
nitrogen fertilization. The 
toxicity is more pronounced 
when nitrogen is added to 
the plant right at the 
beginning of a dry period. 

Coastal bermuda hay or 
summer annual grass hays 
which have received a lot of 
nitrogen may cause livestock 
losses. 

If you suspect that some 
of your hay may have high 
levels of nitrates, call Dan 
Presley or me at 894-5596, 
and we will help you get a 
test run.

Lowered On 


Crop Loans 


Responding to changing 
money, market conditions, 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service 
lowered the interest rate on 
all 1980 crop loans from 13 to 
1.5 percent. 

Rollan Day, Chairperson 
of the Coffee County ASC 
committee, said the new rate 
applies to any crop loans 
made on or after June 12. 

The commodity loans are 
a valuable marketing tool for 
farmers because the money 
provides operating capital 
and allows them to hold their 
crops off the market to 
benefit from price increases. 

The interest rate on farm 
storage facility and drying 
equipment loans remains at 
13 percent. ASCS recently 
increased the amount a 
farmer may borrow under 
this program from $50,000 to 
$100,000 to cover higher 
construction’ costs. 

“The farm storage faci- 


lity loan program helps 
farmers buy, build or 
remodel on-farm storage 


~ 


structures and to obtain 
needed drving and handling 
equipment,’’ Day said.

USDAExpects 
Record High 


Farm Exports 


The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture reports that farm 
exports could increase more 
than $6 billion in fiscal year 
1980 to a record high $38 
billion, This is $1 billion 
more than the February 
estimate, largely because of 
continued strong export 


demand for cotton, grains _ 


and oilseeds. 

Farm exports rose 34 
percent from  year-earlier 
levels during the first half of 
fiscal 1980, according to a 
recent USDA report. The 
export value was up for all 
commodities except tobacco. 

If the present rate of 
exports continues, U. S. 
agricultural exports would 
exceed $40 billion for fiscal 
1980, the report stated. 
However, propspects for 
much larger foreign grain 
crops in 1980, slower 
economic growth, and re- 
duced shipments to the 
Soviet Union may reduce the 
export rate in the last part of 
the year. 

Cotton exports showed 
the most dramatic growth 
among the commodities, 
rising to an estimated 50 
percent in value, Poor corn 
and sorghum crops in 
Argentina, coupled with 
reduced foreign feed sup- 
plies in major importing 


areas bolstered feed grain 
exports. Wheat exports are 
expected to total over 35 
million metric tons, com- 
pared with 31.3 million last 
year. While soybean prices 
have declined from last 
summer, record shipments 
have kept the export value at 
an alltime high. 

USDA officials say the 
positive export picture will 
be good for the economy and 
for farm income.

STRUVITE CRYSTALS 

From time to time 
consumers report that they 
think they’ve found glass in 
canned seafood--especially 
shrimp. 

Examination will usually 
reveal that it isn’t glass 
you've found, but a ‘‘stru- 
vite’ crystal which occa- 
sionally forms in canned 
seafood from the normal 
contents, 

While’ struvite _ isn’t 
desirabel, it doesn’t affect 
the safety of the food at all. 
Seafood canners have de- 
voted considerable attention 
to the problem of struvite 
formation but still haven't 
been able to prevent it. 
Struvite does not occur in 
fresh fish. 

If, however, you do 
happen to find a hard, clear 
crystalline bit of material in 
canned seafood, here’s a 
simple test to distinguish 
between struvite and glass. 
Simply place the material in 
warm vinegar for a while. 
The struvite crystal will 
dissolve; glass, of course, 
won't.

Consumers often want to 
know the difference between 
ice cream and sherbet. Ice 
cream is prepared largely 
from milk products and 
sweetening ingredients and 
only small amounts of milk or 
egg white. 

Each of these products 
contains the nutrients that 
are contributed by the foods 
in them.

When a meal is over at 
your house, do you have 
leftovers ... or, ‘‘planned 
overs?”’

WEED CONTROL IN 
NO-TILL CORN 


Dawson Farris, New 
Haven Community has re- 
cently purchased a ‘‘Luiqui- 
vator’’ which is another 
name for a chemical cultiva- 
tor. Weeds are the number 
one problem facing no-till 
farmers, but chemical culti- 
vation provides excellent 
control of all annual weeds 
and grasses and can be used 
to retard or stunt growth of 
pesky perennial grasses such 
as common Bermudagrasses. 
Dawson has used the liquiva- 
tor on over 150 acres of corn 
and soybeans, and he is very 
pleased with the results. 

Chemical cultivation is 
the key to successful no-till 
farming. In years past many 
farmers have avoided using 
the no-till planting system 
because of the build-up of 
weeds, but this no longer 
should occur. Dawson says 
he would not plant corn or 
soybeans any other way than 
with the no-till planter. 

To show the effectiveness 
of the no-till planter and the 


liquivator, Dawson has 
planted 35 acres of corn in a 
Coastal Bermudagrass 


patch. At planting, he used a 
knock-down herbicide and 
four weeks later followed up 
with one additional applica- 
tion of a contact herbicide 
directed at the low growing 


Coastal Bermudagrass. 
Several péople have 
commented to me that it is 
some of the best looking corn 
in the county, and he will 
probably get a cutting of hay 
before the end of the 
summer. That will be quite a 
story if he gets 24 tons of 
corn and 1% tons of hay from 
the same acre in the same 
year. 

Dawson wants to protect 
his land from erosion, but 
still obtain maximum income 
from the farming operation. 
Because no-till is planted in a 
mulch cover, he is able to 
farm class Ill land that 
otherwise would erode using 
the conventional method of 
planting. This provides extra 
income and yet ensures the 
protection of the topsoil. 
Dawson does not know 
whether or not his Jason will 
want to farm; however, if he 
does, the no-till planting 
system that Dawson is using 
now will conserve the topsoil 
so the land will be just as 
productive for his son as it is 
now. 

It is very important that 
every Coffee County farmer 
realize the importance of 
conserving the _ soil--the 
future sons and daughters of 
this country will suffer and 
have to pay the price of 
carelessness if it fails. How 
about you? Are you interest- 
ed in no-till planting, if so 
call your local Soil Conser- 
vation Service office for more 
information.

As the summer wears on, 
some parents’ notice that 
their children have less 
energy than they did in the 
beginning of the summer. 
Some of the projects that 
were started in early June 
have been abandoned. The 
child is spending more time 
sitting around the house 
watching television and look- 
ing bored. As a result of the 
boredom, there are more 
arguments between parents 
and children and brothers 
and sisters. Often parents 
will nag their child to find 
something constructive to do 
with his time, yet they will 
not offer any alternatives. 
This may lead to an increase 
in arguing, an overall deter- 
ioration of peacefulness in 
the home and an increase in 
tension headaches on the 
art ot the parents, 

Fear not, it is possible to 
change the behavior of your 
children. Parents generally 
ask four important questions: 

How can I get him to do 
that? 

Now that he does that, 
how can I keep that going? 

How can I get him not to 
do that? 

Now that he doesn’t do 
that, how can I keep that 
going? 

The answer to these 
questions can be found in the 
consequences of behaviors, 
If you look at your own life, 
you'll discover that the re- 
sults of behaviors are the 
things that determine 
whether we engage in the 
activity again. Parents mold 
their children’s behavior by 
manipulating the conse- 
quences. At first the idea of 
manipulating may sound un- 
ethical or harmful, but the 
fact of the matter is that we 
do it almost automatically. 
How many times have you 
said ‘‘thank you’’ when 
someone has done something 
for you. You may also notice 
that when you thank some- 
one, it increases the chances 
that he will do something 
nice for you again, In this 
case saying ‘‘thank you’’ is a 
REINFORCER (sort of like a 
reward) because it increases 
the chances that the behavior 
will happen again. 

There are three types of 
reififorcers: The most basic 
are tangible rewards such as 
money, or candy. The 
second type is called social 
reinforcement. This may be 
a smile, a pat on the back or 
simply saying ‘‘thank you.” 
The most advanced type of 
reinforcer is called self-rein- 
forcement. These are rein- 
forcers that come from within 
the person himself. Ex- 
amples of things that are 
self-reinforcing are reading, 
eating and enjoyable activi- 
ties that we do alone. 
Another example is the way 
different types of children 
look at school work. An older 
student who enjoys schoal 
and has always done weil 
may find school to be self- 
reinforcing. A defiant child 
who dislikes school may need 
tangible reinforcers such as 
money or candy to keep him 
interested. The main thing 
to remember is that a 
reinforcer is anything that 
causes a behavior to recur 
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Summer 


more trequently. 

The opposite of a rein- 
forcer is a punisher. Punish- 
ers are also a_ possible 
consequence of behavior. 
For example, suppose you 
compliment a friend on the 
way he dresses. fhe friend 
then responds (with a’ sneer): 
“You have terrible taste in 
clothes.’’ The:odds are that 
you are not goifm to compli- 
ment him again, In this case 
that phrase “ou have ter- 
rible taste in clothes’ acts as 
the punisher because it de- 
creases the chancé you will 
compliment the person 
again. 

Remember: a reinforcer 
charges our battery: ‘‘I’ll do 
that again, if that is what I 
get’; a punisher turns us 
off: “‘I’ll never do that again 
if that’s the way you're going 
to act,”” 

To get a person to do a 
desired behavior, it is im- 
portant to reinforce imme- 
diately. Delaying the rein- 
forcer or payoff will weaken 
the strength of the reinforp- 
er. Thus, if children are 
rewarded immediately afée1 
they do a desired behavior, 
the chances of their doing the 
behavior again increases. 

At this point you may be 
saying to yourself, ‘‘What 
can | use as a reinforcer?”’ or 
“I've tried everything and 
‘there is nothing he will work 
for."’ Do not despair -- there 
is something each of us likes. 
Sometimes it is hard to find, 
but if you ask your child, 
“What would you work 
for?’’, chances are he’ll tell 
you. 

One of the problems in 
finding reinforcers for child- 
ren is that adults will often 
push their own values on 
children, We want children 
to value strong moral ethics, 
good hygiene, patriotism, 
hard work and other noble 
values. Adults sometimes 
ignore things that are rein- 
forcing to children. An 
example: Ninety seconds of 
extra recess time might not 
be particularly rewarding for 
a teacher, but it is for 35 
second-graders. 

With even the best of 
parents, children will come 
to realize. that adults are 
unreliable or at best inconsis- 
tent. They often don’t mean 
what they say. The solution 
to this is when you choose to 
reinforce a particualr behay- 
ior, you must stick to your 
guns and reinforce the de- 
sired behavior immediatley 
and regularly. The point of 
this is that parents must set 
up predictable reinforcers for 
children, 

Another important rule of 
reinforcement is: don’t ig- 
nore good performance. If 
you allow a desirable be- 
havior to sneak by unrein- 
forced, you’ye lost an oppor- 
tunity to influence that be- 
havior. If you are around 
children and you find them 
playing cooperatively, let 
them know you appreciate it. 
Don't take the child’s word 
for it - make sure it happens 
in your presence. Be sneaky 
and catch ‘em being good.
